Landlords Ask 
For Rent Increases 


F e n ti nneSI f r o m I’l g r O n e 
now Is entitled only to a 5 per cent 
increase amounting to $2.50 or a 
total of $6o. 
"In a case where a landlord was 
allowed an increase due to a capital 
improvement, let us say th** rent 
was $50 a month on June 30, 1947. 
Area Rent Office allowed the 
landlord a $10 monthly Increase be­ 
cause he installed for his tenant a 
new garage and an enc losed porch. 
This landlord under the new law is 
entitled to a full 20 per cent or a 
$12 increase. The tenant now must 
pay $72 a month.” 
There are more than 400.000 rent­ 
al units under control in this area 
which 
besides 
Philadelphia, 
in­ 
cludes Montgomery, Chester, Dela­ 
ware and Bucks counties. 
Turchl said that In order to get 
an Increase a landlord must file un, 
application, which he can receive 
by calling or writing the rent office. 
“This 20 per rent increase Is not 
applicable, I want to emphasize, to; 
anyone who is now under a lease, it 
can only 
become effective upon* 
termination of the lease,” Turchi 
declared. 
"Also, if a landlord obtains un in­ 
crease greater 
than 
the amount 
finally approved by the rent office. 


the land lord must return the ex­ 
cess to the tenant” 
Any tenant, after 
receiving 
a 
notice of a rent increase, may re­ 
quest the rent office to revoke or 
modify the order if the landlord is 
not supplying all required services, 
lo* said. 
"The protest by the tenant must 
be in writing and a copy must be 
served on the landlord," Turchi 
said. 
The local office has processed 
20,090 of the 35,000 applications re­ 
ceived for rent increase, with the 
average increase in rent totalling 
ll per cent.
